BANK “FRAUD. 

‘EUROPE’ SEARCHED FOR 
o> + SWINDLERS. 
_ £160,000 INVOLVED. — 


It ‘is now believed that the 
gang of swindlers who obtained 
' £80,000 from” banks in London 
and Brussels by means of forged 
letters of credit, have within the 
last few months made at. least 
£140,000. ate 

No such colossal . frauds have 


| been, committed in. England since 


the famous Bidwell gang -came to) 
London from America sixty-five, 
years ago and received more than 
£100,000 in gold from the Bank of 
England in return for forged bills 
of ‘exchange. ° p : 

The four members of that gang 
were caught because when they 
went, to cash the last bill for 
£25,000 it was noticed that the 
document was not dated. That 
slight error led to their arrest. 

. ’ Narrow. Escape. 

The principals in the present 
crime marrowly escaped, capture, 
The astutencss of the manager; 
of one of the London Banks: all; 
but led to their undoing. It is 
most unusual for letters of credit 
to ‘be.issued for large amounts, 
and when the.swindlers presented | 
their letter of credit ‘with a re- 
quest for £10,000 the manager, 
although he could detect nothing 
wrong, decided to have further | 
confirmation, and asked his, call- 
ers to come for the money on the 
following day. - i ‘ 

They did not do so. They went 
to other banks in West London, 
fleeced them of about £60,000 in 
all, and: flew to Brugsels in an 
aeroplane which they. chartered at 
Croydon; , They | visited other 
banks in Brussels, which they 
swindled to the extent of at least 
another £20,000. : 

There ‘is little doubt that. this 
is the same gang that has been 
responsible for passing forged 
cheques—one was for no less 
than £60,000—in various Contin- 
tal cities during the last eighteen 
months, and the Scotland: Yard 
detectives who are investigating 
the frauds have no illusion about 
the clever type of men responsible 
for them. . 

“Tt ig obvious,” ‘said a bank 
manager “that this gang has not 
only: an.intimate knowledge’ of 
banking business, but includes 
extremely clever forgers. : 

- "£1,000 Forgery. 

“A cheque for more 
was cashed only a few. weeks ago 
ata, bank in London, It was 
afterwards ‘proved to be a for- 
gery. It was a marvel of in- 
genuity, and the forgery was 80 
cleverly done that it would not be 
in the public interest to detail the 
actual methods employed.” 

The London detectives, who are, 
working under Chief Constable 
Wensaley,-are convinced that one 
‘of the gang is employed in an 
Italian 'bank, where the letters of 
credit were supposed to be issued 
on the banks in-London..

LORD KYLSANT ON ‘PRESENT|" 
DAY SHIPPING, 


STATE OWNERSHIP. 


There -was something particu- 
larly topical: and inspiring about 
the remarks made by Lord 
Kylsant, G.C.M. Guy" on the im- 
portance of the " Mercantile Mar> 
ine in world commerce at a:lun- 
cheon at which ‘he was’ the guest 
of the American Chamber of 
Commerce in London. ,'The Unit- 
ed States business and. shipping 
‘men’ present listened with, keen 
attention to all he had to say, 
either by way of advice or of gen- 
eral comment.’ 

The romance of shipping, he 
said, had stimulated the mind 
and inspired ‘the imagination of 
English-speaking peoples. _With- 
out the services of shipping the 


vast’ commerce of the world 
would never have existed, and 
national prosperity on the pre- 
sent-day scale would be unknown. 
‘AS regarded State-owned ship- 
ping, experience in Great Britain, 
the British: Dominions, and other 
countries had proved it to be an, 
unprofitable undertaking. 


CIVILISATION AND PROGRESS. 


Lord Kylsant said: The sub-, 
ject of the Mercantile Marine is 
a very wide one, but the funda- 
mental facta in connection with it, 
are fajrly well known to everyone. 
From the most primitive times 
there has’ been intercourse be- 
tween one people and another by, 
means of the exchange of com-; 


modities, and the realisation of; 


the advantages of utilising the 
fruits of labour for mutual bene- 
fit led to the foundation of 
civilisation and progress. 

_As civilisation developed and 
the widening outlook of human- 
ity impelled merchant -adven- 
turers to seek fresh fields of en- 
deavour overseas, ships were con- 
structed which opened up o new 
vista in the great sphere of inter- 
national trade and commerce, and 
a long progress . of évolution has 
resulted in the Meréantile Marine 
we know to-day. The romance of 
shipping has stimulated the mind 
and inspired the imagination of 
English-speaking peoples, whose 
ancestors were among the most 
famous merchant adventurers of 
mediaeval times. The trade 
routes mapped out by these early 
merchant adventurers in hitherto 
uncharted seas have formed the 
foundation of many of the great 
shipping services which at pre- 
sent bind the nations one to an- 
other. 

It is not an exaggeration to: ‘say 
that, without the services’ of 
shipping, the. vast commerce of 
the world would never have exist- 
ed, and national prosperity on the 
present-day scale would -be un- 
known. ' The. facilities provided 
by shipping have largely, assisted 
in building up overseas commerce, 
and’in many instances the-enter- 
prise of shipowners has been the 
means. of inaugurating new busi- 
negs. 

Whilst the function of shipping |. 
is complementary to that of the 
primary producer of commodi- 
ties, it is essential to the estab- 
lishment and carrying on of over- 
sea trade and commerce, and most 
progressive shipowners © make 
provision in advance of the actual 
needs of world trade so as to'in- 
duce and encourage fresh and in- 
creased ‘traffic. The material 
well-being of the ‘world is mainly 
dependent upon: the production

Apzyt from the conveyance. of 
merchandise, the great function 
of the’ mercantile marine is to 
convey ‘passengeys to and from all, 
parts of the world. Travel, whe-’ 
ther for business, educrition, 
health or pleneuye, has assumed 
Lincreasingly lrge * proportions, 
and. correspordingly great ‘de- 
velopments have taken place in 
the direction of providing facili- 
ties. for people’ of every class to 
travel from ond part of the world 
to another, with the minimum of, 
risk and in comfort, similar to 
that to which they are accustom- 
ed in their own homes, 

There is one modern develop- 
ment to whith I should particu- 
larly like to refer, and that is the 
growth in recent years of what is 
generally known. as “tourist 
third-eabin traffic,” . whereby’ 
people of modest means can tra- 
vel comfortably and at small ex- 
pense between North America 
and the countries of the Old 
World. ‘I venture . to think that 
the grent passenger shipping 
companies, in laying themsclves 
out to.foster and encourage this 
‘novel feature in ocean travel, are 
doing work which is of far-reach- 
ing significance. This new traffic 
hag been created and promoted 
through the facilities afforded by 
shipping companies to a new and 
targe body.of peopls who never 
before conceived the possibility of 
erossing the Atlantic within the 
space of an. ordinary holiday. * 

The great war afforded a 
tremendous stimulus to. mechanical. 
invention, and one of ‘the most 
interesting manifestations of this 
da in',the direction of new méthods 
for the propulsion of, merchant 
ships.’ Since the war. the motor 
tessel has been evolved us.2 prac- 
tien) proposition, and fg. slowly but 
surely. taking the place of the 
steamer in many of the regular 
liner trades of the world, Motor 
vessels of increasing size and speed, 
are being built to“earry passengers 
across the highways of the ocean, 
and, I do not doubt that even Jarger 
vessels will be. fitted with motor. 
engines, 

In conjunction with the late Lord 
Pirrie, I have personally, so far as

There were Frank Moran, who 
once had. a:punch called “Mary 
Ann,” and fought. Jack Johnson 
for the champlonship , in Paris, and 
Lou Daro, who is the Far” West- 
ern promoter of wrestling matches, 
and “Senator” Murphy, and a few 
more, ‘ 

FRANK MORAN SPEAKS, 

“Hello, said Mr. Daro, “Have 
you seen Jack Dempsey? Do you 
think he's going to fight again?” 
'“T haven’t seen him, but—” I 
began.
